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NEW HAMPSHIRE MEDALS 

FOR 1976 BICENTENNIAL 

John P. Shaw, a Concord High School 
social studies teacher was on the New 
Hampshire committee for the U. S. bi- 
centewnmal in 1 976. When I visited him 
recently he showed me some medals which 
included the common dollar size medal with 
john Stark on one side and a powder hom on 
the other. I have these in brinze and pewter. 
However, he had a larger m3dal of same 
design which has "bronze" incused on edge, 
but is a silvery gray color like pewter.. How 
man}' of these are around"? 

The most interesting medal was a dollar size 
silver medal in a nice case with the same John 
Stark obverse but the Old Man of the Mount- 
ains profile on the reverse. These may have been 
sold at the visitors center in the Slate house and 
Other placews but 1 haven't seen them m any 
New Hampshire medal collections. Perfiaps the 
price was too high for the average collector, or 
maybe these were available ionly to members of 
the Bicentennial committee. Air. Shaw did not 
remember how he acquired it but indicated the 
medals were a successful fund raiser which paid 
the expenses of the celebration so the $700, 
advanced to the committee by the State was 
returned. Does anyone know of more of these 
medals with the Old Man of the Mts reverse?

The last issue of Nonagon showed $20 and $50 notes of the Pawtuckaway Bank of 
Epping New Hampslure. This bank operated from 1855 to 1862 when it closed Issued 
notes of SI, $ 2 , $5, and $10 are not rare indicating bankruptcy with some notes n" 
redeemed. These were some of the notes in a Christie's auction. We have Warren 
llcndersonto thasnk lor providing the illustrations. Daniel Webster's portrait is at upper left 
on $20 and Lewis Cass on $50. Danforth, Wright, & Co., Boston, Nenv York, & 

Phtlada. is tn fine print at bottom of notes. Cass was bom in Exeter, became Governor of 
Mrchrgan, served as Secrertaty of War under Jackson and Secretary of State under 
Buchanon.
